Possible Outcome of the Conference to 
Be Held at St. Louis. 
Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 25.—Accord­ 
ing to the plans of the leaders of the 
great labor organizations of the coun­ 
try the labor conference to be held In 
St. Louis on the 30th inst., will result 
in a general movement for an eight- 
hour day and a uniform scale of wages 
for men engaged in the same occupa­ 
tion the country over. 
It is said that 
while ostensibly the St. Louis confer­ 
ence is called to adopt radical measures 
in aid of the striking miners, it is really 
for the purpose of uniting the labor 
organizations of the country in a de­ 
termined effort to bring about these 
two objects. Immediately after the St. 
Louis conference, it is said, a demand 
will be made for shorter hours and uni­ 
form wages. A refusal to comply with 
the demand will result in the most 
widespread suspension of the industries 
of the country ever known. It is ex­ 
pected that a general tie-up of rail­ 
roads and a consequent coal famine 
will ensue. This will force the operators 
and railroads to terms and eventually 
result in the demands of organized la­ 
bor being acceded to. 
It is expected 
that the suspension will reach every 
branch of industry and involve hun­ 
dreds of thousands of laboring men.

a miner of a score of years’ experi­ 
ence and koows how to tell some in­ 
teresting facts in an interesting man­ 
ner. 
He 
spent

years in 
Alaska and parned gold along some of 
the rich finds that so much is heard of 
at the present time. 
Mr. Case described the m etboiof 
mining wit& much attention to detail 
and told many facts that would stive 
to guide anyone who considered going 
to that country. 
He srys that there 
are numerous regions as rich if not 
richer than the Klondike.

spector going there need not fear that 
he cannot find gold-bearing gravel,for 
it is spread out over many parts of the 
country. 
He will, however, have to 
search it out for himself, and need not 
expect any assistance from those who 
ara already there. 
Mr. Case explained that the climate 
of Alaska varies In different localities.

the climate is as mild as that of Scot- 
land. 
Cereals grow in the coast dis­ 
tricts, but seldom ripen. 
The great 
wealth of the country consists in the 
a paralleled yield of gold. The great­ 
est wealth is along the rivers.
